HOMERIC ALTARS IN CYPRUS. 


Germans. Agree That Remains at 
Rantid! Are Earliest. — 


Special | to Tap New Yore Times. 
“BERLIN, Jen. 27.—The conclusions 
drawn from the archaeological discov- 
eries recently made at Rantidi in Cy- 
prus by Dr. Max Ohnefalsch-Richter, 
dome account of which appeared in 
The New YorxK Times some “months 
ago, are supported by the deciplierer of 
the Rantidi inscriptions, Prof. Meister 
of Leipsic, who has recently returned 
from a study of the di Cesnola collec- 
tion in the Metropolitan Museum in 
New York. 

As the résult. of his exhaustive re- 
search on the Island “of Cyprus, Dr. 
Ohnefalsch-Richter has unearthed what 
he regards as the most ancient, pure 
Greek Mount of Divinities at Rantidl. 
‘He -has discovered remains of incghse 
altars and sanctuaries dedicated in ars 
chaic syliabaric inscriptions to Aph- 
redite, Zeus, Apollo, and other Greek 
divinities, ; 

The discoveries occurred in the 
course’ of excavations undertaken for 
the Royah Academy of Sciences of 
Berlin at a point ‘three miles “from 
the present day vitlage of Kuklia 
the site of-old Paphos. It was here-in 
1888 that British eXcavations ‘estab- 
lished the existence of two temples-of 
Aphrodite-Astdrte, but no remains old- 
er than the fourth century — before 
Christ. Ohnefalsch-Richter thinks 
therefore, that he has found at Rantidi 
the oldest. purely Grecian or Greeco- 
Phoenician town of Paphos and thé Ho- 
meric altar 6f Aphrodite Inaphia,

Their Product Will Be Dutiable While 

*. Restrictions Exist—Both Coun- 
tries Will’ Be ‘Benefited.

_ The clause of the proposed reciprocity 
agreement with” Canada ‘relating to wood 
pulp and paper reads as follows:

‘ Seal Wood pulp or from chemical weod pulp, 


or of which such pulp is a componet ma- 
terial. of chief: ‘value, colored in the pulp, 
or not colored, and valved at not more 
than 4 cents per pound, not including print- 
ed or decorated well paper,. free. 

Provided, that such paper and boa 


export duty, export license fee, or other 
export ¢ any kind whatsoever, 
(whather.in the form of additional charge 
or license fee or otherwise,) or any prohi- 
bition or restriction in any way of e@ eX- 
portation, (whether by law, order, regula- 
tion, .contractua! relation, or otherwise, 
directly or indirectly,) shall have been im- 
posed upon such paper, board, or wood pulp, 
or the wood, used in the manufacture of 
‘such paper, board, or wood pulp, or the 
wood prlp used in the manufacture of such 
paper or board. 
Provided, also that such wood pulp, paper, 
or board, being the product of the United 
States,,shall only be admitted free of duty 
into Canada from the United States when 
such wvuod pulp, paper, or board, being the 
products of Canada, are admitted from all 
parts of Canada, free of duty into the 
United States. 
_This draft is entirely satisfactory to 
publishers. It will provide for the imnie- 
diate entry of print paper and wood pulp 
from Canada. The snarl with the prov- 
inces of Canada thas been completely 
avoided by am entirely new turn to the 
stipulations. which now follow the wood— 
not the province. .If wood is free from 
restriction, such as wood from private 
lands, the products of that wood will come 
into’ the United States free of duty. A 
province owning land holds the same réla- 
tion to the Dominion Government that an 
ordinary land owner maintains. The 
province ~has no power to stop the ex- 
portation of wood from private iands in 
that province. 


Recent ‘tariff legislation in the United 
States aimed to coerce provinces‘of Can- 
ada to part with ¢rown laid wood, ane 
thosé provinces resented euch’ coercion. 
In the reciprocity arrangement, each 
province can do with its own land as. it 
pleases, and can do this«without affect- 
ing the immediate and free entry of paper 
and pulp made from wood cut on private 
lands in that province. The distinction 
between wood free from restriction of ex- 
portation and wood that is not free will 
show itself in various ways, Print paper 
made from wood cut on-lands 6ubject to 
restriction will be subject to a duty of 
$5.75 "eng ton of paper. That duty will be 
prohibitory in competition wit paper 
made from wood cut on private lands. 

The Provinces,.of Quebee and Ontario 
have been offering nope py and induce- 
ments for the transfer of American papbr 
industries to Canada. Brown Brothets 
of, Berlin- Mills; N.-H., recently installed 
a plant at La Tuque, Quebec, and pro- 
posed to expand it, materially. ‘That plant 
depends on crown lands for’ its timber 
supply. “The International Paper Com- 
pany has been flirtfihg with the Quebec 
Government for similar concessions. The 
reciprocity clause will give no encourag<- 
ment to such diversion of industry from 
the United States to Canada. A barrier 
of $5.75 per ‘ton on print paper will con- 
front such products until the Quebec Gov- 
ernment removes the prohibition. The 
revenues which the province npw obtains 
on wood cut from its crown lands and 
shipped in jmanufactured form to the 
United States will be diverted from the 
+ ane ag Treasury to the owners of private 
ands. 

The pressure from holders of crown 
land limits upon the provincial authori- 
ties for an oO rtunity to reach the 

eatest market in the world—that of the 

nited States—will be irresistible and a 
diplomatic victory in the removal of re- 
strictions will have been achieved with- 
out harshness, or coercion, or ill feeling 
of any sort. Each side will obtain an ad- 
vantage, and that is the elément of a 
good trade, 

Care should be exercised to note that 
the last proviso of the paper and pul 
clause relates.to products of the Unit» 
States admitted into Canada. It does not 
affect the immediate free entry, of paper 
and pulp from Canada to the nited 
States when made from wood cut on pri- 
vate lands. It means that after all the 
provinces shall have removed al) their 

ictions upon crown land woods and 
the United States shall no longer impose 
any duties upon any pulp or any paper. 
from Canada, then Canada will reduce its 
duties upon the admission of United 
States paper and pulp inte Canada.

STOPS LABOR BOYCOTT CASE. 


Supreme Court Says Agreement End- 
ed Bucks Stove Co, Suit—Con- 
tempt Charge Stands. 7 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Reaching the 
conclusion that th® Bucks. Stove .and 
Range Company of St, Louis, Mo., and 
the American Federation of Labor had 
settled their disputes out of court, the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
stopped the oral arguments of the so- 
called boycott case of the company 
against the federation, on the theory that 
no issue in its remained for the court to 
pass upon. 

Following that action the. court listened 
to oral argument on the contempt case 
embracing the charges’ of the company 
that Samuel Gompers, President of the 
federation; John Mitchell, Vice President, 
and Frank Morrison, its Secretary, had 
violated the injunction of the Supreme 
Court of the’ District of Columbia in the 
boycott case. Each was held to be guilty 
and sentenced to jail. To-day they sat 
side by side within the bar of the court 
listening to the arguments as to whether 
or not they should serve their sentences. 

“Tt is commonly stated that this caS8e 
is dead,” said Justice Lurton, interrupt- 
ing argument of the boycott case. “I 
wish you would tell us if we are trying 
a moot case?” 

Daniel Davenport, addressing the court 
on behalf of the cOmpany. said that his 
clien€ had informed him that neither the 
controversies at the base ofthe case nor 
the case itself had been settled, although 
a friendly relation existed between the 
company and the federation. He then 
produced a copy of an agreement to this 
effect. 

Chief Justicé’ Wiite. asked Alton B: 
Parker of the counsel for the federation 
what hé had to say. Mr. Parker respond- 
ed that there was no doubt. but that it 
was moot. Thereupon the Chfef Justice 
announced that the court would not con- 
tinue to hear the arguments when the 
only question posbible was to determine 
who should pay the costs. 

Ex-Judge Parker then began his argu- 
ment of the contempt case. He declared 
that a part of the injunction decree be- 
ing void, the entire decree was void. and 
that the court could not punish his cltents 
for violating a void decree.» The argu- 
ment will be concluded on Monday.

Prison to warn the surrounding country- 
Side of the escape, atid fearing that the 
near-by bank was already infested with 
pursuers, he did not dare raise his voice 
to locate his two pals. 

He climbed a steep cliff near the river, 
made his way fearfully up the steep 
side of Breakneck Hill, often sinking to 
his knees in puddles of thinly frozen mud 
and sipping many times on the steep hill- 
side: He reached the yil , and, avold- 
i the foggy.and dimly lighted streets, 
skirted the eastern a ent intending 
to strike across coun oward the Har- 
lemr Division of ew York Central, 
and thence. toward the Connecticut line. 

For hours he sould hear the prison 
whistle sounding the alarm. He managed 
to keep the sound of the whistle behind 
him, and stumble@ blindly through the 
dense fog and the bewildering hills. At 
last he struck the | Mount isco. road, 
and, without knowing for certain whither 
it led, followed. it. e fog was Powe 
colder and colder, and he shivered in his 
thin gray clothing without coat or hat. 


Walked in a Oircle in the Fog. 


Several times, he said, lights blurred 
suddenly out of the thick fog. Then hé 
always shrank fearfully away from them, 
The prison whistle ceased finally, depriv- 
ing him,.of his chief guide in the mist, 
Several times he lost the road itself in 
the deep mud, and wandered into path- 
less fields. But he fought his way to the 


road again, and shortly after midnight 
straggied into Mount Kisco. He avoided 
the village, skirting the eastern fringe, 
and making his way, he thought, thence 
northward. After about three hours. of 
blind straggling through the darkness; 
growing fainter’ and colder and more 
discouraged each moment, he struck a 
village again. To his dismay, he found 
that he had merely circled around and 
around Mount Kisco, and was back near 
its.rajlroad gtation, once more, .Then, he 
said, he almost gave himself up. 

He decided, however, to follow:the rail- 
road track from that points and was soon 
on his way,along that. © managed to 
make pretty good.time from there on, 
losing only in. frequent detours to avoid 
track hands or possible pursuers, when- 
ever he saw a light swinging toward him 
through the fog. At daybreak the fo 
lifted, and he. abandoned the railroa 
tracks again, ;cutti 3 across the country, 
Hoe suffered iceenly’ rom hunger and cold 
but, knew that to ask shelter or food 
meant certain capture. 

He was dizzy with faintness and, cold 
when he neared the village of ford 
Hills, and circled around it, When, a 
little further north, he was discovered 
by the Chief of Police and his van mers 
he knew the end had come, but decided 
to fight as long as he could, After his 
capture, and after a warming at the sta- 
dion stove and a breakfast, he took 
his misfortune resignedly and waited for 
Warden Frost to drive over in his auto, 
as soon as Fee telephoned the news of 
the capture to the prison. Handcuffed, 
Taylor was taken back, refusing to make 
any further statement. 


Glimpse of the Other Two. 
Despite Taylor's assertion that he had 
become separated from the two other con. 
victs, Chief Fee was inclined to think 


they might have parted near Bedford 
Hills. and. sent his policemen scouri 
the surrounding country for them 
afternoon and to-night.
